plained that the course was made nec- 
essary by tho railroad act's provision 
requiring tlie government to decide 
before July 1 which short lines would 
be retained and which relinquished. 


More than 1,200 of the roads turnod 


back to private management were In- 
dustrial or plant facility

others which did not scok to remain 
under government control, aad over 
which no issue existed. 


Many <if those relinquished may be 


til->n t.icfc later, it. was announced, 
one .11 will be given fair divisions of 
joint rates, insured a reasonable car 
supply, and protected apiinit undue 
disturbance in traffic routing. 


Short lines represent about 35,000 


miles of track In the United States, or 
about one-seventh of tho total railway 
mileage. 


The legislation of Congress was in 


form of a resolution extending from 
July 1 to next January 1, the period 
In which tho Railroad Administration 
would have been forced to decide its 
course affecting short Unas, with an 
amendment providing that lines in 
competition or in physical connection 
with railways operated by the gov- 
ernment sbould notibe turned back to 
private 
management against their 


will. 


The original resolution was intro- 


duced by request of Director General 
McAdoo, In'his representation that tie 
Railroad Administration had had in- 
sufficient time to consider its policy 
toward many short lines.

From 
untamed jungles they wore brought'in 
reeking, pestrrldden slave ships .to 
serve beneath the lash. Debased, un- 
taught, they rose, an'd in a resistless 
waveYof black swept the dominating 
whites from the land. 
Then were 


loosened all the pent-up hatred,- the 
undying lust for revenge, the sup- 
pressed savagery of the African races,, 
and slaughter, rapine, incendiarism, 
torture and debauchery stalked naked 
through.the stricken^ land." 


Haiti has . improved . considerably 


since then, but there Is yet much room 
for improvement; . "The. only .wonder 
is that any vestige of civilization re- 
mains, that there is the.semblance of 
nile, of industry, of order In the re- 
public." Among the barbarisms now 
prevalent- In Haiti arc voodoolsm and 
obeah, the former a kind. of devil 
worship, nnd tlio latter a form of 
witchcraft. 
"In 
its most • fanatical 


form voodooiam requires humnn sacri- 
fices, which are accompanied by cntt- 
niballstic feasts and unspeakable or- 
gies. . . . Obeah, on the other 
hand, is merely witchcraft with no re- 
ligious significonce whatever, anil in 
its most malignant form consists of 
poisoning with devilish ingenuity, and 
in tts commonest and least .virulent 
form amounts merely to a lot of non- 
sense, hocns-pocos and nmramery."

L. J. Rich- 
ardson, in a bulletin entitled "The Sol- 
dier ou Foot,", and issued by the Uni- 
versity of .California. 


Becoming a patron of the long 


abused'pigeon toed man Professor Rich- 
ardson', says Umt the normal gnlt of 
man is exemplified by the American 
Indian, who welts with his feet set par- 
uilel or even with the toes turned 
.slightly Inward. In this way all the 
t£es function and the lifting and pro- 
pelling.power of the foot Is at its maxl- 
•munvhe saya. 
- . While deploring the army regula- 
tions requiring a soldier to stand with 
his toes turned out at an angle of 
.aboot .45 degrees, because of the £eo- 
dency to cause everslou of the- foot 
and weakness..of the posterior arch, 
Professor RIchurtison Is aufllciently op- 
timistic for civilized man to conclude 
that in spite of the Inherited and ac- 
quired bad habits he can reform and 
"learn to walk" with fair results. 


Walking in tight shoes generation, 


aftor generation is the cause of nearly 
all the foot troubles of civilized man, 
the professor says. This condition, he 
says, has left but a single strong toe 
on either foot, the others being In tome 
measure atrophied. 
'Frequent washing, trimming the toe 
nails and an avoidance of change from 
high to low heeled shoes are suggested 
as a- mcauc of obviating much foot 
trouble.
